ON HEMORRHAGES 

Illustrated Address in the 
Biological Building 

A meeting of the Biological Society 
will be held to-night at r. p. m. jn :|ie 
main lecture theatre of the IHIologi- 
ca| Building. wlion Rroefcssor John 
Tait will deliver an illustrated ad- 
dress on "Natural Arrest of Haemorr- 
hage from .1 Wound". The subject is 
one in which any student who uses a 
razor will find entertainment anil in- 
struction, and even the experienced 
surgeon may discover in it points of 
novel interest. 

Most animals have blond of some 
kind and they would run the risk of 
bleeding to death from even the slight, 
isi wound, wen it not that special 
processes are eclicd into play by which 
the rupture Is sealed. The accepted 
view of the textbooks is that the 
patching up of lh» torn vessel is done 
by coagulation cf the blood. Dr. Tall 
wlio has made an extensive series of 
dlre,et observation».

In spile of the fact that examinations have once more faded 
away into the background for a time, and that another "last day*' 
for the world has slipped by uneventfully, many people will prob- 
ably awake lo-clay in fear and trembling to the terrible realization 
lhat it is Friday, the thirteenth. Next month the thirteenth will 
again fall upon a Friday, after which 1925 will be safe from such 
a disaster until November. 

The superstitions concerning Friday, and the number thirteen 
arc among the few which have grown up in historical times, the 
majority being remains of antiquity. In Christian thought Friday 
has been regarded as unlucky because the Crucifixion is sup- 
posed lo have taken place on lhat day, and thirteen as ill-omened 
because it involved the addition of Judas to the number of the 
. Apostles ' 

Other days of the week are considered unlucky for particular 
enterprises in certain places, but Friday is the most generally un- 
popular everywhere for undertakings of alb kinds. Among the 
enterprises for which Friday is said to be particularly unluckly arc: 
— to begin a thing, to go courting, lo transact business, to com- 
mence a voyage or journey. This tradition is particularly strong 
among mariners, and there are many stories of disastrous voyagea 
begun on a Friday. In both England and America there is a per- 
sistent but not localised tradition which tells of a ship, the keel of 
which was laid on a Friday, set to sea on a Friday, thai was 
launched on a 1' riday, under a Captain Friday. The ship was 
never heard of again, and with such unfavorable auspices it is 
reasonable to suppose lhat its career was not of rriuchUonger dura- 
tion than that of "the three wise men of Gotham who went to sea 
, in a bowl . " « 

It is interesting lo note what important and widespread cfects 
» superstitious belief may have. Shipping statistics still show a 
i smaller number of sailings on. Friday than on any other clay of 
:he week . There is a street in Paris which has no number thir- 
teen . Records taken in France and London show similar results 
in the lessening of railway and omnibus traffic on Friday. 

. Although an old proverb says of Friday, "The only lucky 
thing on this day, is to be born on it," it is the favourite day for 
marrying among the Ross-shire fishermen, and it has been estim- 
ated that ninety per cent, of the marriages in Glasgow take place 
•jn Friday: 

In view of the prejudice against starting a voyage on Friday 
.t is an odd coincidence that Columbus both sailed and discovered 
land on a Friday, and the Pilgrim Fathers touched land on the 
■.amc day .

It was just twenty-five years ago last September that the 
oyal Victoria College was opened, two months before the death 
of Sir William Dawson, who had long dreamt of the erection of a 
woman's' college as part of McGill . It was made possible by an 
sndowmcnt from Lord Strathcona, formerly Sir Donald Smith, 
who had in 1884 endowed the University with a sum of money to 
establish the first courses given for women in McGill, and in 1886 
had provided for the 'Donalda" courses leading to the B.A. de- 
gree. 

The changes in higher education for women have been many 
since I 888, when the first class of women, eight in number, took 
their B.A. at MrtGill. Now women are admitted to all faculties 
except lhat of Applied Science. Women arc continuing to lake 
a greater interest in the realm of sport and in every phase of col- 
ege activity. Four years ago the first Women's Intercollegiate 
Basketball meet was held in Toronto. R.V.C. has taken part 
Intercollegiate Debating with Queen's for the last three years, 
and this year Toronto also debated with Queen's and R.V.C. 

It is well for us, who are inclined to take educational facilities 
for granted, to look back occasionally and to consider how much 
we arc indebted to such people as Sir William Dawson for the ad- 
vantages we enjoy to-day. When Sir William Dawson became 
Principal of McGill in 1855 there was no provision for the in- 
struction of women, but he was conviced of the vital importace 
of this question, and though considerable time was required to 
overcome the opposition and indifference which existed, his ideal 
was finally attained with the formal opening of the Royal Victoria 
College on September the fourth, 1899-

Parliamentary News 



Cauadnn immigration will be thrash- 
ed out from every conceivable angle 
on Tuesday night when the Mock 
Parliament will convene some of the 
best speakers of the University will lie 
hoard when government and opposit- 
ion forces clash over what is probab- 
ly the most vital Issue confronting 
Canada to-day. 

The Right Honorable Jack Specter 
"the gvat.d old man from Quebec" and 
Prime Minister, leader of the Reform 
party intimated yesterday that Hhe Re- 
form forces were busily engaged pre- 
paring for the fry. 

"Canada must be opened up, much 
wider than It Is to-day and much 
wider than it can he under » policy 
based on the United Slates quota law" 
he declared "We need new blood, more 
wealth. We must grow large enough 
to occupy this va«t Dominion of ours 
which is capable of suporting, a popu- 
lation throe times in excess the pre- 
sent one. I know that the restriction - 
lsts will raise a hue and cry ovter any 
attempt to Increase Canada population 
unless such attempts be selective. To 
them 1 »ay Hint the Reform policy Is 
"Canada first Undoslrcablus will be 
excluded, but the Reform administrat- 
ion will earnestly refuso to brand as 
undesirable those who are capable of 
making this country greater and 
better." 

It IS rumoured thai certain changes 
in the cabinet will soon occur tending 
to make it even more representative 
that It Is at present . 

The Hon. S. Sdhwisborg and the 
Hon. G. W. Goforth will open the de- 
bate for the Government upon the 
Introduction by the Opposition of * 
resolution to the effect that Canadian 
Immigration be restricted along the 
lines of the present system adopted by 
the United States. The debate will 
then be open to the house. 



FORSEY BACK 

The Hon. Eugene Forsey who has 
returned from a campaign in the Mari, 
time Provinces last night told a Dully 
representative that the Maritimes ara 
solidly behind the Government. 
"Everywhere enthusiasm has mani- 
fested itself, he said. The Maritimes 
will never forget that it was the Uc- 
form party which blocked the per- 
nicious would-be legislation on tin- St. 
Lawrence waterways, that it was the 
Reform party which efficiently .■■?- 
fomed the Senate, and that it was the 
Reform party which placed an em- 
bargo on the export of unmanufactur- 
ed pulp from the Dominion thereby 
conferring' upon our nation an Inest- 
imable benefit Which only the future 
generations would truly begin to 
appreciate. 

''Now we are coming forth boldly 
with a. policy for the prosperity of 
Canada", he further declared, "Lot 
those who consider our destiny Judge 
whether Reform has not always meant 
the preferment of national well-being.'' 
WOMEN CELEBRATE 

The handling over of the press of 
the country to the women voters was 
cclobraled last night when the Prime 
Minister addressed a large gathering 
of the feminine electors at the Mount 
Royal Hotel. The Rt. Hon. Mr. 
Wpeetur spoke of the issue at the next 
session and amid cheers told of the 
firm policies of rhe Reform party. 
The women occorded t ho premier a 
notable ovation Refreshments wen- 
served at the dose of, the meeting and 
the gathering put Itself on record as 
being emphatically hi favor of what it 
termed the "high-minded, broad policy 
of the Government."

Coalition 

Telegrams hHVe been received from 
oil parts of the Dominion congratulat- 
ing the leader of the Liberal parly on 
his arrangement with the Conserva- 
tive party; whereby both the Liberal 
a.nd Conservative parlies will combine 
to put the present Reform government 
out of office. There is a distinct feel- 
ing of optimism throughout the country 
due to the fact that the coalatlon undor 
the leadership of the Hon. John P. 
Humphrey is expected to take, over 
the reins of power In a very short time. 
Just how long the coalition will last 
is not certain . The present situation in 
Canadian politics rïça'i.» the coa./.tion 
of the Conservative and Liberal part- 
ies in 1866. In that time, however the 
object was to make Confederatio.i 
possible and to overcome the deadlock 
then existing between George Urown 
and John A, MacDonaM. 

The Reform party intend to vote 
against the proposed lnrmia-ranion Bill. 
The government has a direct interest 
in voting against the bill in that th; 
largest employers of cheap abour. who 
have been the source of the Reformera' 
funds for some time, are usina; every 
means in order to throw out *h" !)!U. 
It has even been rumoured that secret 
net'otiatl.ies have been entered into 
heiween 'be ijo'etnment and the 
heads of certain large Canadian enter- 
prises. Nevertheless the Rt. Hon lid: 
Spcctpr has signified the intention 
of considering the Immigration Bill as 
a want of confidence motion. 

The proposed Immigration Dtl! has 
being introduced -'or the purpose of 
keeping Canada British. It will not 
put any serious restriction on Im- 
mlfc'ralon from England. Ireland, Scot- 
land, the United States or Northern 
European countries, but will put a de- 
finite restriction on immigration front 
Southern Europe, Toronto, the Orient 
and other countries whose citizens do 
not seem to make good Canadians. 

The Hon. John Humphery, leader 
of the ooalitlon has announced that 
if the combine is a successful the fol- 
lowing men will probaby have posit- 
ions on his cabinet.
